A dozen 
of the mob leaped into the wagon and 
threw them out. Volley alter volley 
was tlien poured into the faintly strug 
gliug mu.--, and in a few moments all 
wa- -till. Haw kimy head was almost 
shot from his body. 

The mob, after making sure that 
all six were dead, mounted and rode 
away. Atchison then mounted one 
mule and hastened to ju.-tice Hill's 
house, some distance away, and noti- 
fied him of the -laughter. The justice 
at once made readv to go to the sj.ot, 
land at daybreak was there witli a jury 
of in.|uest, composed of live white 
men and two negroes. The jury ren- 

dered a verdict that death was indict- 
ed hy men unknown to the jury.
